out. and that often ill payed, whereby they ſtand not ſo bound to the one, as to attend the other: 
And that the Townes and Countreys beſides became many wayes vexed and perplexed, by the 
ouer great liberty of riders in Poſte.eſpectally by ſuch as pzetend publike Seruice by ſpectall 
Commiſſion.contrary to the Kings meaning, oz their Lozdſhips Oꝛders: who minding no- 
thing moꝛe, then the particular good of his Seruants and ſubiects ; foz the beneũte ofthe one, 
reliete ofthe other, and moꝛe regard to the vſage of all Owners ot Hoꝛſes, and the beaſtes 
themſelues,did thinke it expedient, to digeſt and ſet downe ſundꝛy neceſſary Oꝛders indifferent 
fo: all parties to obſerue and follow. Which Oꝛders being by vs reuiewed and conſidered. are now accoꝛding to the ne⸗ 
cellity of the times. thought meete to bee eftſoones allowed and publiſhed. The execution whereof, we ſerioully recom- 
mending to the Maſter and Comptroller of all Dur Poſtes, toꝛ the better warranting and directing ot Poſtes, ſo farre as 
this Seruice may concerne them, mee doe hereby ſtraitiy and command, all and euery Lieutenants of Shires, 
deputy Lieutenants,Julticesof al Aſſiſes and Peace, Sheriffes, Wayozs,Bailiffes, Conſtables, Beadbozoughs, and all 
other his Officers, Miniſters, a louing ſubiects, to be aiding and aſſiſting to the ſame, with their vtmoſt helpe, authoꝛity 
and countenance where need ſhall requtre, as they tender the furtherance of the ſeruice of the State, and our diſpleaſure. 


I, Jrt it is oꝛdered. That in all places where Polles are laid ſoꝛ the Packet, they alſo as perſons molt fit.ſhall haue 
+ the benefit and pꝛeheminence ol letting. furniſhings appointing of Hoꝛſes to all riding in Poſte, (that is to ſay ) 
with youne and guide by Commillion oz otherwile, And to that end ſhall keepe, and entertaine of their owne, oꝛ 
haue in areadineſle vnder their direction,ſuch and ſomany able and ſufficientPoſt-hozſes, with conuenient furniture, as 
their owne abilities will beare,oz that the contributozie pꝛouiſion of the Townes and Countreys ſhallenable them vnto, 
oꝛ affozd. And it it fall out that Curriers oꝛ Thozow-Poſts, riding in our Aﬀaires by ſpeciall Commiſſion,come ſo thicke, 
oꝛ in ſuch numbers, that their ozdinary pzouilion will not ſuffice, then the Conſtables of the places where they dwell, 
with the aſſiſtance of the chiefe Magiſtrates there, and of the countreys adioyning,(being required in our name)ſhal take 
vp. bꝛing in, and ſupply the Poſtes with hoꝛſes where they may be had oz hired,
